Assadullah Alam said Thurs 
day the government h a s 
smashed a new plot aimed at 
toppling S h a h Mohammed 
Rcza Pahlcvi by sabotaging 
Tehran's vital utilities a n d 
educational institutions. 


While martial law pre- 


served an uneasy calm, the 
premier told* listeners in a 
nationwide radio 
broadcast 


that plot leaders had been 
arrested and would be tried. 


T w o newspapers reported 


gunfire near the summer pal- 
ace outside the city where 
the Shah and his family took 
shelter. 


Sporadic 


There were sporadic inci- 


dents of violence, but noth- 
ing like the rioting Wednes- 
day which, the coroner said, 
left 79 dead including 14 in 
the Moslem holy city of Qum 
to the south. 
Rioters were protesting the 


Shah's program, endorsed by 
an overwhelming majority of 
Iranians, for distributing land 
to poor peasants. 


Troops sealed off Tehran's 


only public cemetery to pre- 
vent new demonstrations dur- 
ing the hurried burials of the 
riot victims. 


Closed Off 


They also closed off small 


areas a r o u n d government 
buildings after troops had to 
fire in the air to repel a mob 
attacking the radio station 
for the third day in a row. 
Some of the attackers were 
dressed in white shrouds as 
a sign of defiance. 


Such mobs, recruited in the 


bazaars, arc available to any- 
one who can pay them and 
for almost any cause.

The Barker house missed 


the tornado's path by less 
than 15 yards. 


"We were pretty lucky that 


no one got hurt," Barker 
noted.

In the wake of the death of Popo John 


' XXIII have come comments from every cor- 


ner of the world and from all social, eco- 
nomic and political groups. And through 


. these comments can be seen a great deal of 


encouragement for the world. The things 
that many admired in the lute Pope were 
his simple honesty and his complete dedica- 
tion to the goodness of mankind. That this 
could have struck such a universal chord Is 
not a matter to be taken lightly. 


Even behind the Iron Curtain, the hu- 


manity of the Hope had to be reckoned with 


and what he said was 
gi v c n 
a 
substantial 


place in the affairs of 
men. M i g h t it not be 
proper to conclude from 


all this that the inhabitants of this earth 
are still possessed of the spark of human 
justice, kindness and equality, even though 
they walk a nuclear path of self-annihila- 
tion? Some have shown concern over who 
will be the successor to Pope John. Will he 
be a liberal or will the papacy go back to 
a more uncompromising position? Will the 
ecumenical council be continued or will it 
be dropped for some reason? 


Will the door of the church be kept open 


for communism or will the Heds have to 
beat the door down to got in? All of these 
are questions that will be answered in lime 
and they will play an important role in the 
future course of events but it is not as 
though Pope John left us nothing of a per- 
manent nature. It is not as though no con- 
clusions ucrc reached in the short span of 
his tenure. 


This smiling Pope gave the world a new 


insight into itself, a new awareness of its 
greatness and capacity, a new spirit and a 
new sense of direction. He did this by con- 
vincing civilization that human equality and 
justice are the hallmarks of an advanced 
society. 


And what better legacy could he have 


given the world? lie struck out at the real 
fundamentals that arc the cause of so much 
of the turmoil in the world today, including 
the turmoil within our own nation over such 
things as integration. What he sought to im- 
press upon people was the virtue of simple 
justice and his success is vividly seen in the 
widespread comment that has been made on 
his life. He caused men to realize and think 
about the fact that they arc- on this earth 
for some purpose other than their own grati- 
fication and glory. He caused them to realize 
and think about the fact that the real reward 
in life comes from the contribution that is 
made to the world, not from what is taken 
from the world. It had almost become trite

to follow the admonition that it is better to 
give than to receive but Pope John gave 
the idea new life and spirit. 


In his advancement of the cause of the 


equality of mankind, he contributed Immnis- 
urably to the future of the world. If every 
nation of the world and the people in It 
\\ould follow this doctrine of equality, there 
would he no nuclear arms race, no wide- 
spread hunger and no cold war. It is the sort 
of doctrine that Is practiced within a family 
but seldom extended beyond that point by 
the Individual. It is In no way whatsoever the 
point of view of any one church or religion, 
but rather, a universal truth that holds the 
only promise of pence for the future. Only 
when men can come to live In trust of one 
another will they find an end to the con- 
flicts that now exist between them.

Some have hinted that the Pope seemed 


a little soft on communism when he opened 
up discussions with the leaders of the com- 
munist movement. Nothing could have been 
further from the truth than this. He did 
know that it is vital Uiat the communists, 
as well as all the rest of the world, come 
to understand the meaning of trust. 


Most certainly, we believe with good 


reason that the communists have u much 
longer way to go in this matter of trust 
than does the Western world. Itut trust in- 
vohcs understanding the other fellow as 
\\cll as living yourself by a certain code of 
conduct. If we never communicate with the 
communists, how are they ever going to be- 
gin to think that they can trust the West? 


We think we can be trusted but the Reds 


arc a long way from convinced of this. And 


our own house needs to 
be put in better order, 
too. before such con- 
viction on their part is 
even possible with 


open communication. We should remember 
that this is not any sudden development 
that we arc talking about. What we are 
talking about is an evolutionary process 
that can be expected to extend over many, 
many years. What the Pope had tried to 
give the world was a frame of mind in 
which this ultimate goal might possibly he 
achieved. 


That his words were so widely acclaimed 


is evidence of the fact that they were under- 
stood and taken to heart. He could not have 
hit such a responsive note throughout the 
world if it were not lingering somewhere 
deep inside the mind of all human beings. 
We have within us the capacity for human 
injustice, understanding and equality if we 
can only summon the courage to let this 
capacity find expression in our words and 
deeds.

in his injunctivc order against Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace, made an obvious 
but often forgotten point. He ordered that 
Wallace could not interfere \\ith the feder- 
ally ordered integration of the University 
of Alabama. He made crystal clear the au- 
thority of the federal government over a 
state. 


"Thoughtful people." he said, "if they 


can free themselves from tensions pro- 
duced by established principles with which 
they violently disagree, must concede that 
the governor of a sovereign state lias no 
authority to obstruct or prevent the execu- 
tion of the lawful orders of a court of the 
United States." 


Tliis brings home the truth that we arc 


one is a nation under a republican form of 
government. Too often today there is a 
tendency to regard the federal government 
as something sinister and apart from the 


states of this I'nion. But it is the federal gov- 
ernment that gives us unity and strength. 


We speak with misgivings about the 


power of the federal government and we 
longingly dream of more states rights but 
there is a point in this direction that never 
was and was never intended to be. We are 
not an alliance or confederation of 50; we 
arc a single nation of states. 


The qjcstion of states rights was set- 


tled long ago by our forefathers and those 
who go in extremes toward states rights 
are not in any sense trying to return us to 
what the framcrs of our Constitution intend- 
ed us to be. Rather, they arc attempting 
to make the nation into something entirely 
different than it was in its origin. If fed- 
eral authority is bad. then the nation is 
a little cockeyed and we doubt that anyone 
really believes this. Arc we really ready 
to trade this system we have in for some- 
thing new? 


WASHINGTON—There was 


more than just the question 
of Colorado River water that 
caused the flare-up between 
the two oldest justices of the 
Supreme Court in point of 
service — Hugo Black and 
William O. Douglas. T h e 
reason was a woman. 


These two had battled on 


the same side for 25 years, 
in agreement 99 per cent of 
the time. Most of the time 
they bucked powerful major- 
ities, sometimes incurred vi- 
cious criticism. There have 
been demands for their im- 
peachment and removal from 
the court, but always t h e y 
stuck together. 


During their 25 years they 


have never forgotten t h e 
ideals and alms of the man 
wlm appointed them. Other 
justices appointed by Roose- 
velt, especially Felix Frank- 
furter and the late Robert 
Jackson, strayed a long way 
from FDR's philosophy, b u t 
not Clack and Douglas. 


Iluv. ever, a coolness devel- 


oped lost fall when it became 
known in intimate court cir- 
cles that Justice D o u g l a s 
was p l a n n i n g another di- 
vorce. 


Justice B l a c k had taken 


the liberty of talking to his 
close friend when the latter's 
first divorce was in the of- 
fing. Their wives had been 
as intimate as thev were. 


and Hugo told the younger 
justice that he was making 
a mistake. Not even his old 
friend could stop Douglas, 
however; he married Mrs. 
Mercedes Davidson.

Last summer, when J u s - 


ticc Douglas fell in love with 
a co-ed at Allegheny College 
in Pennsylvania and moved 
t o w a r d a second divorce, 
once again he fell under the 
disapproving eye of his old 
friend. Black felt the divorce 
would hurt the court at a 
crucial time. This affected 
not only their personal rela- 
tions but their court opin- 
ions, and reached a climax 
With Douglas's strong dissent 
against Black's opinion in the 
Colorado 
River case t h i s 


week. 


History will record Justice 


Douglas as one of the great 
jurists of this generation. His 
courageous opinions, his bril- 
liant dissents will probably 
surpass those of Justice Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes. And he 
has carried more than his 
share of the court's work. 
Vet in private life he has 
been r e s t l e s s , sometimes 
lonely, s o m e t i m e s off 
on trips across the Himala- 
yas, or the deserts of Iran, 
or the area around Ml.

Tins week Colin Kellc-y I I I was gradu- 


ated from the United States Military Acad- 
emy and is now wearing the gold bars of 
a second lieutenant. 


This was pleasing to a country which 


recalled that his father just 26 years ago 
stood with another West Point graduation 
class. After a tragically short military ca- 
reer he met a hero's death. His B17 was 
shot down December 10.19-51. This was thiee 
days after the Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor. Kellcy was engaged in combat with a 
Japanese warship. When his plane was ren- 
dered helpless he ordered his crew to bail 
out and then went down with his plane His 
son and namesake was 19 months old at the 
time. 


Young Kellcy did not \\ear his father's 


lieutenant bars. lie explained that lie wished 
to make it on his own. \Ve arc sure lie will. 


The country remembers the bravery of the 
senior Kcllcy's widow and the dedication of 
his son. It was impressed by such charac- 
ter that could maintain ideals above the 
most grievous experience. 


Time has made its circuit. Young Kellcy 


stands at the outset of his military career 
where his father formerly stood. The country- 
is not in a hot war. But it is in a crucinl 
cold war. one that calls for equal dedication 
and sacrifice. 


The country is reminded it is now one 


generation removed Irom World War II. yet 
it seems like such a short time. Now in the 
\cais to come the great decisions \\ill be 
made and the high trials endured by new 
and young people. As in the instance of Mr. 
Kellcy and the many more dedicated Ameri- 
can \oiuig men, the country is passing into 
good hands. 


One Way Of Doing It 


The 
petroleum 
agreement 
recently 


worked out between Indonesia and foreign 
oil companies is a classic example of dollar 
diplomacy. But that does not necessarily 
make it bad. 


President Sukarno, flirty with thc Reds, 


expansionist-minded in respect to neighbor- 
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my areas, and poor at building a domestic 
economy that will stand up, set forth to 
expropriate Indonesia's oil industry. It is 
largely operated by subsidiaries of Stand- 
ard Oil and of Royal Dutch Shell, combining 
a business that does some $250 million a 
year—a choice pri/.e for a quasi-dictator 
whose country needs a shot in thc arm. 


Probably the oil industry could not 


have come to a realistic settlement \\itli 
Sukarno had not a U.S. emissary indicated 
the expropriation would result in cancella- 
tion of $100 million foreign aid to Indone- 
sia. The U.S. was not so much concerned 
with the welfare of the oil industry as with 
the necessity of preventing Indonesia oil 
from finding a home in Red China. Thc 
latter is currently depending upon Russia 
for oil which is a discipline favoring the pol- 
icy of coexistence. 


At any rate Sukarno saw the light. 


The oil will continue flowing westward with 
Indonesia getting a GO per cent share of 
thc sales instead of 50 as formerly. It will 
also acquire the refining facilities on a pay 
out basis extending 15 years. 


This may &cem like a cold handed 


deal. But it doe* maintain a favorable po- 
sition for the \Vcst. It gives Sukarno more 
financing for domestic improvement and it 
provides lime for the development of more 
stability for Indonesia as a non-communist 
force, if it works that way no one will be 
able lo complain. 


WASHINGTON' — Presi- 


dent Kennedy's last-minute 
decision to meet 
with the 


nation's mayors in Hawaii is 
an acknowledgement t h a t 
high noon in race relations 
lakes place in the streets of 
our cities. 


Up to now the [wssibilitics 


of rewarding federal-city co- 
operation in the present ra- 
cial crisis had not been ex- 
plored. How much can fruit- 
fully be achieved in s u c h 
brief contact is a question, 
nor does it appear that the 
mayors offer front-line com- 
manders of exceptional cali- 
ber.

I noticed an article in Thc 


Star of May 22 by Virgil 
Falloon concerning thc Chet 
Ager Nature Center, etc. Thc 
article stated that Mr. Chet 
Agcr was park superintend- 
ent from 1931 to 1940. For 
thc record, I was appointed 
park superintendent by Ern- 


as such until May, 1933, at 
which time Mr. Chet Agcr 
was appointed to thc job. 


Pioneers Park was given 


to the city of Lincoln by Mr. 
and Mrs. Harris in thc fall 


of 1929, about the time I was 
appointed park superintend- 
ent. With thc 1,440 acres, this 
made the largest increase in 
park land for thc city and 
about doubled the acreage. 
We started to develop Pio- 
neers Park in 1930 and con- 
tinued through 1931, 1932 and 
up to May in 1933. We built 
roads, fences, a caretaker's 
house with brick donated by 
Mr. Bob Ferguson of Yankee 
Hill Brick Works, p l a n t e d 
thousands of trees of all 
kinds all over thc park, also 
thc peony bed and p i c n i c 
grounds. Thc golf course was 
built and grass greens were 
started and a water system, 
put in with money from An- 
telope Park Golf. Thc zoo 
was moved from Antelope 
Park, about half a dozen 
ponds built, etc. 


Mr. Chet Agcr did develop 


Pinewood Bowl and planted 
more trees in P i o n e e r s 
Park, trees that came from 
Woods Bros. Nurseries. That 
is to his credit. Also the na- 
ture center, which I hope 
develops into a nice project. 
Thc people of Lincoln can 
enjoy this in thc years to 
come.

Ways and Means Committee 
voted Thursday to leave un- 
touched the 27M>% depletion 
allowance the oil and gas in- 
dustry uses to reduce its in- 
come taxes. 


The committee, rewriting 


1'rcsidcnt Kennedy's tux re- 
duction 
and 
revision 
bill, 


turned down 3 administration 
proposals that would have 
hiked the industry's tax bill 
by amounts estimated up to 
$280 million a year. 


The 
committee 
decision 


leaves out of the draft bill 
any changes in depletion al- 
lowances on other minerals 
QS well as oil and gas. 


The revisions advocated by 


the 
administration 
w e r e 


fought h a r d at committee 
hearings and elsewhere by in- 
dustry spokesmen who said 
the financial burden would 
drastically curtail exploration 
for petroleum in this country 
and put American companies 
operating abroad at a crip- 
pling competitive disadvant- 
age. 


The Treasury proposal had 


not been to change the 27Wo 
figure, which Is the highest 
existing depiction allowance, 
but instead to restrict the 
basis for computing the al- 
lowance. There would have 
been a limitation on the de- 
ductions that could be car- 
ried over from an unprofit- 


able to a profitable year, a 
curb on the grouping of oil 
properties for depletion calcu- 
lations and a limit on the al- 
lowance of foreign tax cred- 
its and other special deduc- 
tions applicable to operations 
abroad. 


Another administration pro- 


posal, of limited application 
and estimated to be worth $11) 
million a year in revenue, al- 
so rejected by the committee 
Thursday. 


Under this proposal, persons

14% In May 1962. In May, 
the figure climbed to t h e 
highest level recorded since 
the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics began keeping seasonal- 


ly adjusted figures in i&4U. 
" Total 
unemployment

mained at the April figure of 
4.1 million, with 1.2 million 
of the total teen-agers. How-

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MacArthur Orders Colleges To Lift Boycott 


. . . GRANTS AAU 'SOLE SANCTIONING POWER' FOR NATION'S OPEN MEETS 


New York WV-Gen Douglas MacArthur, exercising his 


power of arbitrator !n the nation's amateur sports dispute 
ordered college leaders Thursday to lift their boycott of 
the National AAU track and field championships, where 
the U.S. team for a meet with Russia will be named. 


While the colleges appeared to be quickly moving Into 


line with the order, the U.S. Track and Flc'ld Federation 
answered the general with two questions and indicated 
Immediate compliance was not at all assured. 


Gen. MacArthur, appointed by President Kennedy to 


attempt a truce in the control dispute between the AAU 
and the college-backed federation, ruled the colleges had 
taken action in violation of the agreement he hammered 
out last January. 


ECAC Directive 


The "action" was a directive from Asa Bushncll, com- 


missioner of the 132-membcr Eastern Collegiate Athletic 
Conference, which in effect established a boycott on partici- 
pation of ECAC athletes in the AAU championships in St. 
Louis, June 21-22. Bushncll. who said he acted in accord- 
ance with a ruling by the USTFF, said after the general's 
"directive that the ECAC would comply. Other athletic 
leaders from the colleges indicated they would obey. Some 
said they would make arrangements for their track and 
field stars to file their entries at once. 


But Thursday night in Houston, where the USTFF will 


hold Its first championship meet Friday and Saturday, 
federation president William Russell indicated all was not 
settled—at least temporarily—by any means. 


After contending that the federation has the right under 


the MacArthur agreement to approve participation by its 
own athletes in open events like the AAU meet, Russell 


said the executives committee had wired two questions to 
MacArthur: 


Questions 


1. Are we privileged to approve, authorize or sanction 


participation of our athletes in competition? 


2 Docs the AAU meet in St. Louis June 21-22 compel 


USTFF athletes to register with and join the AAU against 
their will as a requisite for participations? 


The answer (o question one is "yes." MacArthur in- 


cluded such a statement in a letter back on March 12 In 
both warring groups. 


On the answer to question two may hinge college 


participation In the AAU meet, collegiate representation 
on the U.S. team that is to meet Russia in Moscow in 
July, and whether a truce is in effect at least until after 
the 1964 Olympics.

Russell also said the federation wants the AAU to re- 


qiiost formally the participation of USTFF athletes in the 
AAU meet. He said that if such a request is made, the 
federation will approve participation so long as the federa- 
tion athletes arc not "compelled to join or obtain registra- 
tion cards in the AAU." 


Astounded 


Col. 
Don Hull, executive director of the AAU, said he 


was "astounded" at the federation's statement on the 
ruling. He added that the AAU. in effect, will not comply 
with the federation's conditions. 


"We will follow as we always have the rules of our 


organization," Hull suid. "They Include (hut any athlete 
competing in our meets must either be registered or certi- 
fied to compete." 


For many college athletes, that usually has meant 


that his athletic director certifies him as meeting the 
rcguircmcnls of the meet. Certification fees run from 10 
cents to 20 cents, depending on the AAU district in which 
the school is located. 


MacArthur's ruling said: 
The action of the I'STFF through its affiliate, the 


Eastern College Athletic Conference, which hns apparently 
been taken under n misunderstanding. In effect bars col- 
lege athletes from open meets and is in contravention with 
the agreement of January. 


"I feel that it is necessary in this case to direct that 


such action of the ECAC be immediately rescinded in 
order Uiat the meets may proceed as scheduled." 


One of the key points of the January agreement had 


been that neither side would take any action that would 
interfere with freedom of athletes to compete.

A Baker, Not A Batter 


Our nominee for a spot In baseball's Hall of Fame 


is A. L. Fcuchwangcr. What? Huh? Who's he? 


No, we haven't gone crazy with the heat. While the 


feats of Babe Ruth, Carl Hubbcll and Lou Gehrig are 
well remembered by baseball fans, A. L. Fcuchwanger, 
who also made a major contribution to the diamond 
sport, hus been lost in oblivion. 


This year marks the "Oth anniversary of his role—or 


maybe we should say roll—in shaping our baseball hab- 
its.' 


According to researchers for a dinnerwarc firm, 


Fcuchwanger was the inventor of the hot dog roll that 
was introduced to the public by the St. Louis Cardinals 
in 1893. The elongated roll has become synonymous with 
the hot dog and the combination has long been the 
foundation upon which baseball park concessions h a v e 
been established. 


Story Of Roll 


The Fcuchwangcr's roll in baseball goes something 


like this: 


In 1893 the Cardinals were staggering towards an 


eventual 10th place finish in the 12-team National League 
and losing money as fast as they were ball games. 


With the club approaching bankruptcy, Chris Von 


dcr Ahe, Cardinals president, welcomed Fcuchwangcr's 
idea for increasing the team's revenue. Fcuchwanger 
developed the hot dog roll and Von dcr Ahe introduced 
the rolls and hot dogs to his baseball crowds at a charge 
of 10 cents. 


But the Cards were such a sorry team that year 


that their attendance reflected a lack of interest among 
the fans and thus concession sales flopped. So actually 
Feuchwanger's rolls never had a chance that year. 


But later other baseball concessionaires such as Har- 


ry M. S t e v e n s and the Jacobs brothers profited hand- 
somely from feeding hot dogs, using Feuchwanger's rolls, 
to baseball and race track patrons. 


Feuchwanger's 
rolls and hot dogs have grown to 


such popularity that approximately 13 billion were eaten 
by hungry Americans last year. 


The next time you cat a hot dog, we hope you re- 


member the name Fcuchwangcr.
